This is the fourth annual publication of the data prepared by the 
Office of Relations with Schools on student enrollment in California colle- 
giate institutions.? 

Included in the registration data published last year were figures 
for the fall terms of each of the four years, 1940 to 1943, inclusive. The 
current report showing the figures for the fall terms of the years, 1943 
to 1944, is arranged in three major classifications in the same manner as 
the previous report. 

In Table 1 there are inéluded data indicating the enrollment of (1) 
full-time students (2) total full-time and part-time students (3) fresh- 
men, and (4) persons enrolled under the provisions of federal legislation - 
affecting the welfare of veterans (G.I. Bill of Rights). In this table, 
institutions are grouped according to the pattern used in earlier reports. 

Table 2 consists of a summary of the data in Table 1 and data on 
students in extension and correspondence courses. 

In Table 3 there are listed the number of men and women students 
enrolled in the various fields of study in the several types of institution. 
The number of institutions not reporting is so small as to affect but 
slightly the picture of the changing conditions for the fall term of 1943 
and of 1944. 

Obviously the significant element of all the data presented is to be 
found in the pereentage of change between 1943 and 1944. One striking 
indication seems to be increase in the enrollment in the publie collegiate 
institutions shown in the report for 1944. This increase is large enough 
that it may be interpreted as an indication that the low point in enroll- 
ment in public collegiate institutions was reached in the fall of 1943. 
The inerease in the figures for 1944 over those for 1943 for the private 
four-year institutions is slight. The number of private junior colleges 
involved is small and there is no marked difference in their enrollment 
figures between 1943 and 1944. 


1 Articles presenting comparable data for 1940 and 1941, for 1940, 1941, and 1942, 
and for 1940, 1941, 1942, and 1943, respectively, were published in California Schools, 
XTII (May, 1942), 89-95; XIV (June, 1943), 125-138; XV (May, 1944), 115-125. 
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When the freshmen enrollments are examined, it is somewhat sur- 
prising to find the relatively large increase. This fact applies to all types 
cf institutions, but here again, the largest increase is in the public insti- 
tutions—state colleges, 31 per cent ; state universities, 34 per cent ; public 
junior colleges, 37 per cent; private four-year institutions, 10 per cent; 
private junior colleges 7 per cent. 

An examination of the distribution of full-time students, according 
to the field of study, continues to present an interesting picture. The 
large increase in enrollment found in the fields of the liberal arts, com- 
merece and finance, dentistry and optometry. Medicine and law also show 
increased enrollment. In the field of education, however, the enrollment 
continues to show a large decrease. 

Changing war conditions and the incomplete enrollment figures 
available for the present year make any prediction of future enrollment 
trends in these institutions impossible.

CORRECTION OF DATES OF COURSES 
IN HEARING CONSERVATION 

The courses in hearing conservation being sponsored by the State 
Department of Education and the State Department of Public Health 
will be held from June 25 to August 3, 1945, instead of from June 18 to 
July 28, as incorrectly announced on page 95 of the May number of 
California Schools. 


STATE BOARD OF EDUCATION ACTIONS 


The following actions were taken by the State Board of Education 
at the regular quarterly meeting held in Sacramento on April 5, 6, and 7, 
1945. 

Handbook for New Teachers. On recommendation of the State Cur- 
riculum Commission, the Board adopted for use as a teacher’s manual in 
the elementary schools material entitled, ‘‘The Elementary School Pro- 
gram in California: A Handbook for the Orientation of Teachers Enter- 
ing Professional Services in the Schools,’’ prepared by the Committee on 
Teachers Education of the California School Supervisors’ Association at 
the request of the Division of Elementary Education, and authorized 
publication of the material by the State Department of Education. The 
handbook is now being published in bulletin form and will be available 
for distribution the latter part of June, 1945. 


Guide for Teachers in Rural Schools. On recommendation of the 
State Curriculum Commission, the Board adopted for use as a teacher’s 
manual in the elementary schools the material entitled, ‘‘ Teachers’ Guide 
to Child Development in Rural Schools,’’ prepared under the direction 
of the Division of Elementary Education at the request of the Commis- 
sion, with revisions as recommended by the Commission, and authorized 
publication of the material by the State Department of Education. It is » 
expected that the publication will take place during the fall semester of 
1945-1946. 

Requirements for Elementary and Kindergarten-Primary Creden- 
tials. The Board amended Sections VII A 2 and VII B 2 of its regula- 
tions governing state colleges pertaining to requirements for the general 
elementary school credential and the kindergarten-primary credential, 
respectively, to read as follows: 


Section VII A2. Each candidate must complete one minor in subjects or subject 
fields listed under majors and minors in Section IV. 
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Section VII B2. Each candidate must complete one minor in subjects or subject 
fields listed under majors and minors in Section IV. 


Establishments of R. O. T. C. Units in State Colleges. The Board 
authorized the state colleges to make application for the establishment of 
Reserve Officer Training Corps units or Naval Reserve Officer Training 
Corps units in the colleges. 


Rules and Regulations of the Board. The Board adopted revised 
rules and regulations on the Government of the Public Schools. These 
revised rules and regulations will be published by the State Department 
of Education in bulletin form and distributed to school officials. 


Regulations Periaining to Petitions Relating to School District 
Boundaries. The Board adopted the following regulation as Section XVI 
of Pt. I of the Rules and Regulations of the Board. 

A. Upon the receipt by the Secretary of the State Board of Education of any 
petition addressed to the Board upon which the Board is required or authorized by 
law to act and which affects the boundaries of a school district or school districts, the 
secretary shall set the petition for hearing by the Board at the first meeting thereof 
which will occur not less than 15 days after the receipt thereof by him and shall, 
not less than 10 days prior to said meeting of the Board, forward a written notice by 
United States registered mail to the governing board of each school district affected 
of the time and place when and where the petition will be heard by the Board and 
shall attach to said notice a copy of such petition. 


Approval of Educational Organizations. The Board approved 
under authority of Education Code Section 4861 the following organiza- 
tion for which membership may be paid from school district funds during 
the school year 1944-1945: 


Association of California Public School Superintendents, Homer H. Corrick, Seere- 
tary, City Superintendent of Schools, Santa Cruz. 


Revocation and Suspension of Credentials. The Board took action 


as indicated below on charges brought against the following persons: 

Carleton C. Jenkins—All credentials revoked in accordance with the request of the 
holder under the authority of Education Code Section 12753. 

J. Paget Frederick—All credentials revoked on charges of evident unfitness for 
service. 

Paul Church Harvin—All credentials suspended for one year beginning April 16, 
1945, on charges brought by the governing board of the Sweetwater Union High 
School District under Educational Code Section 12751. 

Mrs. Enid N.. Copeland Kline—All credentials suspended for one year beginning 
April 16, 1945, on charges brought by the governing board of the San Diego City 
Unified High School District under Education Code Section 12751.
